STATUS REPORT IN RESPONSE TO COURT'S JULY 3, 2008 ORDER 

Pursuant to the Court's July 3, 2008 Order, respondents hereby submit the following 
status report with respect to the above-captioned Guantanamo Bay habeas corpus cases: 

1. The petitioners in the above-captioned cases are no longer detained at 
Guantanamo Bay. The United States has relinquished custody of petitioners and 
transferred them to the custody of other governments, consistent with the policies 
and practices pertaining to such transfers as outlined in the attached declarations 
of Ambassador Clint Williamson and Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense for 
Detainee Affairs Sandra Hodgkinson. 

2. In light of petitioners' release from United States custody, the above-captioned 
habeas cases should be dismissed as moot.'
